Starting down river under sail I had gone only a short v 
distance when five Pectorals came flying past at very long range. 

I fired one barrel only, bringing down a single bird. The other 
four alighted on the flat opposite the entrance to Leonard’s Pond. 

I followed and on reaching the place quickly discovered two of the 
birds standing motionless among some thin grass. Although I knew 
that the other two must be very near I could not see them, but I 
presently made out a Wilson’s Snipe standing not far from the Pec¬ 
torals in a statuesque attitude and only partially concealed by 
the grass. After a while he came out on the bare mud and began 
feeding with the Pectorals. All three birds "bored" in an essen¬ 
tially similar manner but the downward thrusts of the Snipe were 
more rapid and vigorous than those of his companions and he seemed 
to have much more success, bringing up and swallowing something 
at every second ot third thrust. I did not wish to kill the 
Snipe sitting, but one of the Pectorals looked so much like a 
Baird's Sandpiper that when the two came together I fired and all

These Sandpipers are singularly like Snipe in 
many of their ways. They probe in precisely the same manner 
and when approached remain perfectly motionless for many min¬ 
utes at a time evidently relying on their admirable protective 
coloring for concealment but unlike the Snipe they do not 
squat. Nevertheless it is extremely difficult to see them 
even when a dozen or more are standing in plain view. There 
is almost always a background of grass and the mud on these 
marshes is also covered with a short, exceedingly dense growth 
of fine grass which, at a distance, lo&ks like vividly green 
moss. The Pectorals resort much to these mossy flats even

when, as is nearly always the case, they.are somewhat elevated 

and perfectly dry. The birds do not feed there.but simply 
bask or sleep in the sun*

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Recent Occurrence of Baird’s S ANDvn?ER(Tritiga bairdi) in Maine. 
— So far as,I am aware, we have but four recorded instances * of the cap¬ 
ture of this Sandpiper in New England, but the following facts will seem 
to indicate that in certain localities, at least, it may be something more 
than a mere accidental visitor. On the evening of Sept. 4, 1880, while 
returning from a trip up Lake Umbagog (Oxford Co., Maine), and just as 
we were entering the mouth of Cambridge River, the guide called my 
attention to a flock of small Waders sitting on a mud-flat. I made out two 
of the number to be Ring-necked Plovers, but in the fading light it was 
difficult to distinguish colors, and as the remaining six looked unfamiliar 
I picked out one that stood a little apart and shot it. The others disap¬ 
peared in the gloom and I picked up a specimen of Tringa bairdi. Early 
the next morning I again visited the spot but there were only six Ring- 
necks on the flat. On a neighboring mud-bar, however, I shortly found 
two Baird’s Sandpipers feeding in company with an Ereunetes and all 
three were quickly secured. The Baird’s Sandpipers proved to be a male 
and female, both birds of the year. They were so fat that their skins 
were preserved with the greatest difficulty. Whether they represented 
a part of the flock seen the evening before can of course only be a 
matter of conjecture. I have, however, good reasons for suspecting that 
the Baird’s Sandpiper regularly occurs at Umbagog in small numbers 
during the autumnal migration. In view of its known distribution in the 
West it would be more likely to be found on interior ponds and marshes 
than along our sea-coast, where it is apparently a very rare species. 

The specimens above mentioned were very tame and I watched them 
for some time before disturbing them. Their motions were slow and 
sedate and their attitudes crouching. They kept up a low conversational 
twitter while feeding, and when flushed, flew in that swift, erratic way 
characteristic of most of the smaller Waders. The peculiar coloring of 
the upper parts gave them a striped appearance which should serve to 
distinguish them from any other eastern Sandpiper except Tryngites ru- 
fescens — William Brewster, Cambridge , Mass.

189-4. Soon after dinner I took the canoe and my gun said sailed

Sept. 12. across to the Outlet on reaching which I skirted closely a 
space of bare but soiae-what hillocky, muddy ground where I 
have often found waders of various kinds but on which I could 
see, on this occasion, only a solitary Least Sandpiper. I 
then ran the canoe ashore and took down the sail. While I was 
thus engaged the canoe drifted back a few yards when on look¬ 
ing up I was greatly surprised to see within fifteen or twenty 
feet, and on the very ground which I had just scrutinized so 
closely, a flock of eight Sandpipers among which I at once 
Recognized two Pectorals and four Ereunetes . The remaining 
two birds had an unfamiliar look but I quickly became convince 
ed that they were Baird's Sandpipers as turned out to be the 
case. I watched the flock for at least ten mimutes before 
disturbing them. At first they all stood perfectly motionless 
regarding rue with timid suspicion, apparently, but presently 
they scattered about and began feeding.

1094. ments and the attitudes of the Baird^s Sandpipers were in 
Sept, 12. many respects about intermediate between those of the two spe** 
cies just named but, on the whole, nearest, I thought, to thosG 
of Ereunetes . 

At length getting a favorable opportunity I fired,hilling 
the two Pectorals one of the Baird* s ; and an Ereunetes. with my 
first barrel, and dropping the other Baird's and one more 
Ereunetes with the second barrel, as the survivors started off 
over the river. The remaining two birds, both Ereunetes, flew 
off down the Lahe. 

On afterwards shinning the Baird's Sandpipers I found ^ 
that both 7 ;ere females in good condition, but not nearly so 
fat as Waders usually are at this season. 

Sept. 25. Soon after we had landed on the Outlet marshes(a few hun^ 
dred yards below the Outlet on the west banh) we saw three 
Waders feeding on a mud flat at the edge of a shallow pool of 
surface water.

Soon after this we heard Yellow-legs whistling up river 
and paddling to the spot found three more all of which I killed.

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Seven seen late this afternoon at the Outlet. There were two ^ 
sets of thre^eaeh and a single bird.I killed both sets of them and 
found that all but one were old birds. They were all tame enough 
tp permit an approach within close gun range while one (an adult 
bird) was nearly devoid of fear that I found it almost impossible 
to make it fly. We ran the boat ashore within ten feet of it but 
it merely raised its head , walked a few steps, and began feeding 
again. At length I shot one of the others firing directly over its 
head the muzzle of the gun being certainly within six or eight feet 
of it but the bird merely opened and shut its wings and sounded its 
shrill whistle a few times. I watched it feed for a long time. It Wdlln&L 
slowly along the shore keeping the head below the line of the back 
most of the time. When it picked up anything the body was tilted 
forward, the legs being seldom bent appreciably. Once it waded 
out into the water up to its belly and repeatedly plunged the whole 
head and neck beneath the surface.

Brewer informs me that none of the specimens therein referred 
to were taken within Maine limits. The only authentic N. E. 
quotation that I can at present recollect is the record of a Mass, 
specimen in “ Am. Nat.,” vol. vi, p. 306. The occurrence of 
the present individual so far inland is worthy of remark.
